The recurrence 
of the Lincoln anniversary is made 
the occasion of many discourses on 
the life’ and work of the great 
statesman, and in some Richmond 
addresses the assertion is freely 
made that he owed his greatness 
to his essentially religious charac- 
ter. 

The object of the claim is Sovidas 


ligion is the source of good morals 
an elevated ideals, and that there- 
fore, to neglect the church is to 
attack the well being of society. 
‘In as much as the secular view 
has no regular means of reaching 
‘the Richmond public, please allow. 
‘me to make a brief statement. 
| ‘William Herndon, Lincoln’s law 
partner and intimate friend for 
more than twenty years, and. till the 
end of Lincoln’s life, wrote for 
: publication in 1870: ‘“‘LincéIn made 
no secret of his views, no con- 
cea’s ont of his religion. He bold- 
ly avowed himself an Infidel . , 
sos ‘In 1835 he wrote out a 
small work on Infilelity, and inten- 
ded to have it published. This 
book was an attack on the whole 
grounds of Christianity and espec- 
jally upon the idea :that Jeasus 
was the Christ, the true son of 
God, as the Christian world con- 
tends. Mr. Lincoln was at that 
time in New Salem, keeping store 
for Mr. Hill, a merchant and post- 
master. Lincoln after the book was 
finished, read it to Mr. Hill, who 
tried to persuade him not to pub- 
lish it. Lincoln refused to des- 
troy it, said it should be published. 


| Hill saw in Lincoln a rising young 


man, and wished him success. Be- 
lieving that if the book was pub- 
Hshed it would ruin his political 
future, ,he snatched the bok from 
Lincoln’s hand and threw it into 
the: fire. . It is confessed by all 
who heard parts of it that it was 
fat once able and eloquent; and 
if I may judge by Mr. Lincoln’s 
subsequent opinions, often express- 
ed to me, and others in my pres- 
ence, it was able ,strong, plain, and 
fair. His argument was grounded 
nm the internal mistakes of the Old 
and New Testaments, and on rea- 
son.”’
